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Government needs to use new way of measuring Canadians’ prosperity

You know, things like 
housing, dental health, pre¬ 
scription drugs and trans¬ 
portation, to name a few. 
Don’t believe it 

The problem isn’t about 
money; it’s about manufac¬ 
tured scarcity and the frame¬ 
work we use for conducting 
business. 

Canada currendy relies 
on the Gross Domestic 
Product (GDP) to measure 
growth and prosperity. It’s 
complicated to calculate, 
but to put it simply, it’s our 
collective annual income, or 
our collective spending, 
depending on how you want 
to look at it. Logically, 
income and spending equal 
close to the same amount. 

The problem with the 
GDP is it focuses on a single 
measure and distracts us 
from other determinants of 
life that are of equal impor¬ 
tance. And if we don’t mea¬ 
sure it, we can't respond to 
it. It’s that simple. 

The GDP was never 
designed to be a de facto 
measure of well being and 
prosperity; it was intended 

trends in the economy. 

However, it has become a 
tool used by the powerful 
across the world to define 
prosperity and decide what’s 
in and what’s out. The prob¬ 
lem is, it doesn’t tell the 
whole story. 

The GDP offers us a false 
sense of progress. When it 
goes up, it suggests that 
everyone is doing better, 
when in fact few people are 


growing economic insecuri¬ 
ty, an increase in environ¬ 
mental pollution or more 
time spent in the paid work¬ 
force and less time in leisure 
and recreational opportuni- 

The GDP also misses 
some of the most important 
work we do in our society. 

For example, consider the 
time and energy that goes 
into raising children, caring 
for grandchildren and aging 
parents; preparing food or 
maintaining our homes. 

ible because it's not been 
assigned a monetary value. 

And yet if we send our 
children to day care, place 
our parents in retirement 
homes, hire a maid, or dine 
out, it becomes part of our

thing new. These conversa¬ 
tions have been going on for 
years and there are a wealth 
of books and articles that 
atoll the virtues of abolish¬ 
ing our current monetary 
framework and replacing it 
with something new. 

However, the latest itera¬ 
tion, one that I am particu¬ 
larly fond of, is the Canadian 
Index of Well Being (CIW).

Lice are wingless parasites that can only crawl to their host for feeding. They cannot jump or fly like fleas. By and large, lice are relatively 


scratching may lead to infection. Lice do not signal that a person has bad hygiene, and a child who contracts lice should not be embarrassed. 

Lice are small and grayish-white in appearance, and they are usually no larger than a sesame seed. They can move fast, so usually lice 
infestation is identified by spotting the lice eggs, which are called nits. These look like tiny, yellow or tan dots before they hatch. Lice lay nits 
on the hair shaft dose to the scalp.

That means a person can “catch” lice 
from a hat or a piece of dotting if a louse climbed into the material.

process, particularly for children with long hair. Topical insecticides in lotion and shampoo are used to kill the lice. However, these products 
may not penetrate the nits, so the topical solution may need to be applied several days later to kill any emerging lice. 

The best way to combat lice Is to emphasize prevention. Children should not share combs, brushes, scarves, hats, or otter clothing. They 
also should avoid close physical contact with someone who has lice. 

Should a child get lice, he or she should stay home from school and the nurse should be notified. Wash all objects that the child has used 
and launder all dottes, towels, linens, and otter items in hot water to kill any lice. Vacuum the home frequently to remove lice or fallen hairs 
with attached nits from upholstered furniture and rugs.

Grapefruit is a good source of vitamin C, 
fiber, and the pink and red hues contain the beneficial antioxidant lycopene, 
thought to have a role in preventing various diseases such as cancer and 
heart disease. Studies have shown that grapefruit helps lower cholesterol, 
and there is evidence that the seeds have antioxidant properties. 

However, there are compounds in grapefruit called furanocoumarins that 
can interfere with the way your body metabolizes certain medications. This 
can lead to dangerously high levels of medication in the body and may 
increase the risk of rare but serious or life-threatening side effects such 
as slowed heart rate and muscle deterioration. For a few medications, it 
can lead to decreased effectiveness because these medications need to be 
metabolized in order to become active. Don’t take these interactions lightly, 
as some can cause potentially dangerous health problems. 

Both grapefruit juice (either fresh or frozen) and the fruit itself can affect 
certain medications and the effects have been seen with as little as one 
8-ounce (250 mL) glass of grapefruit juice. The effects of grapefruit juice 
on medications can last up to 3 days, so taking them at different times of 
day will not help. Naturally sweet orange juice has not been shown to affect 
medications the way grapefruit juice does, but tangelos (which are related 
to grapefruit), lime juice, and Seville (sour) oranges may affect medications.
